There is established a Washington state arts comm ssion. The
conmi ssi on consi sts of nineteen nenbers appointed by the governor and
((+we)) four nenbers of the legislature, one from each caucus in the
senat e and appointed by the president of the senate and one from each
caucus in the house of representatives and appoi nted by the speaker of

t he house of representatives. ((Fhetegistativerenrbers—shalH—befrom
eppost+te—maor—pobtiecal—parties)) The governor shall appoint

citizens representing the various disciplines within the visual,

performng and literary arts, and other citizens active in the arts
community. The governor shall consider nom nations for nenbership from
individuals actively involved in «cultural, state or conmunity
or gani zat i ons. The governor shall also consider geographica

distribution of the nenbership in the appoi ntnent of new nenbers.

Sec. 2. RCW 43.105.032 and 1996 c¢ 137 s 10 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

There is hereby created the Washington state information services
board. The board shall be conposed of ((thi+teen)) fifteen nenbers.
Ei ght nmenbers shall be appointed by the governor, one of whomshall be
a representative of higher education, one of whom shall be a
representative of an agency under a state-w de el ected official other
than the governor, and two of whom shall be representatives of the
private sector. One nenber shall represent the judicial branch and be
appoi nted by the chief justice of the suprene court. One nenber shal
be the superintendent of public instruction or shall be appointed by
t he superintendent of public instruction. ((©re)) Two nenbers shal
represent the house of representatives and shall be selected by the
speaker of the house of representatives with one representative chosen
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fromeach caucus of the house of representatives; ((ene)) tw nenbers
shal |l represent the senate and shall be appointed by the president of
the senate with one representative chosen from each caucus of the

senat e. ( (Fhe—Frepresentatives—of—the—house—of—+epresentatives—and
senate——shalH—not—befromthesanepottiecal—party-—)) One nenber shall

be the director who shall be a voting nenber of the board. These
menbers shall constitute the nenbership of the board with full voting
rights. Menbers of the board shall serve at the pleasure of the
appointing authority. The board shall select a chairperson from anong
its menbers.

Vacancies shall be filled in the same manner that the origina
appoi nt nents were nade.

A majority of the nenbers of the board shall constitute a quorum
for the transaction of business.

Menmbers of the board shall be conpensated for service on the board
in accordance with RCW 43.03.240 and shall be reinbursed for trave
expenses as provided in RCW43.03. 050 and 43. 03. 060.

Sec. 3. RCW90.71.030 and 1996 ¢ 138 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) There is established the Puget Sound council conposed of
((ntne)) eleven nenbers. Seven nenbers shall be appointed by the
gover nor . I n maki ng these appointnments, the governor shall include
representation frombusi ness, the environnmental community, agricul ture,
the shellfish industry, counties, cities, and the tribes. ((©re)) Two
menbers shall be ((a&)) nmenbers of the senate sel ected by the president
of the senate with one nenber selected fromeach caucus in the senate,
and ((enre)) two nenbers shall be ((a)) nenbers of the house of
representatives sel ected by the speaker of the house of representatives
with one nenber selected from each caucus in the house of
representatives. The |egislative nenbers shall be nonvoting nenbers of
the council. Appointnents to the council shall reflect geographica
bal ance and the diversity of population within the Puget Sound basin.
Menbers shall serve four-year terms. O the initial nenbers appointed
to the council, tw shall serve for two years, two shall serve for
three years, and two shall serve for four years. Thereafter nenbers
shall be appointed to four-year ternms. Vacancies shall be filled by
appointment in the same manner as the original appointnent for the
remai nder of the unexpired term of the position being vacated.
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Nonl egi sl ati ve nenbers shall be reinbursed for travel expenses as
provided in RCW43. 03. 050 and 43.03.060. Legislative nenbers shall be
rei mbursed as provided in RCW44.04. 120.

(2) The council shall

(a) Recommend to the action team projects and activities for
inclusion in the biennial work plan;

(b) Recomrend to the action team coordination of work plan
activities with other relevant activities, including but not limted
to, agencies’ activities other than those funded through the plan,
| ocal plan initiatives, and governnental and nongovernnental watershed
restoration and protection activities; and

(c) Recomrend to the action team proposed anendnents to the Puget
Sound managenent pl an.

(3) The chair of the action teamshall convene the council at | east
four tines per year and shall jointly convene the council and the
action teamat |least two tines per year."
